Rag-time did not succeed in butting- 
in to English favor until quite recently, 
but once having obtained a foot-hold, 
it swept everything before it, and now 
enjoys tremendous vogue thruout the 
tight little isle. Its popularity is im- 
mense. Britons are all fairly crazy 
about it. 

There is reason in plenty, therefore, 
for The Times, seriously, soberly and 
in dignified manner, setting about to 
analyze the “new’’ music, and discuss 
its merits and possibilities. 

“From nowhere but the United 
States could such music have sprung,” 
declares The Thunderer. “It is the 
music of the hustler, of the feverishly 
activ speculator, of the ‘sky-scraper’ 
and the ‘grain-elevator.’’’ The Times 
finds it impossible to doubt its vigor— 
“vigor which is, perhaps, empty some- 
times and meaningless, but, in the 
hands of competent interpreters, 


brimming over with life.”” For those 
who have ears to hear—and this, of 
course, means The Times—here are 
“the seeds from which a national art 
may spring,” and it goes on to filoso- 
fize: 

“Much dross will have to be cleared 
away in the process, much vulgarity 
and senselessness will have to give 
place to a saner, a finer ideal. The 
stream must be directed in the right 
channel. The American people are 
too apt to look on their restless ac- 
tivity as an end, rather than a means 
—so that the results of their efforts 
are often quite out of proportion to 
those efforts themselves—but, surely, 
if a great end were once in view, the 
feverish zeal of the nation would carry 
out that end with a vigor unsurpast. 
Will it be so with American music? 
We look to the future for the Ameri- 
can composer, not, indeed, to the 


Parkers and MacDowells of the pres- 
ent, who are taking over a foreign art 
ready-made and are imitating it with 
more or less success and with a com- 
plete absence of vital force, but to 
someone as yet unknown, perhaps un- 
born, who will sing the songs of his 
own nation, his own time, and his 
own character.” 

And so on and so forth for quite two 
columns. Think of it! Syncopation 
new or vital! Is it any wonder that 
Americans sometimes find the English- 
man funniest when he is most serious? 

In heralding rag-time as the begin- 
ning of a new American music, The 
Times is almost as silly as those well- 
meaning but mistaken musicians and 
musical critics in America, who hold 
that it is altogether bad, unwholesome, 
worthless and decadent, and are 
alarmed for the future of music be- 
cause of its popularity. 

Rag-time is just rag-time. It is a 
rather strongly syncopated melody, 
super-imposed upon an accompani- 
ment more or less regular. 

Rag-time is in England just at the 
present time. But a very little time, 
and here in the United States we will 
be saying, “Ragtime used to be,” or 
‘“Rag-time was."’ And that is all there 
is to it. 

Dvorak, when he advised American 
composers to found their school on 
the harmonic and melodic elements of 
negro-planiation-music, shot no wider 
of the mark than The Times. More- 
over, Dvorak was a strong believer in 
nationalism in music, and plantation 
melodies have some little claim upon 
our consideration in that direction. 

But there is nothing new, nothing 
elemental, nothing sufficiently charac- 
teristic or essentially different enuf in 
either rag-time or plantation melo- 
dies upon which to project, much less 
build, a school of American music.

Herr Emil Schwyer a Hero — He Performed Daring Deeds of Rescue in the 
Animal House—Early Reports of the Damage to the Show 
Prove To Have Been Greatly Exaggerated 


OPENING AT PERU, THURSDAY, APRIL 24 
The Call Orders All People To Report There Monday, April 21, for Rehearsal 


Now that the waters have receded 
and the debris is fast being removed 
at Peru, it is very evident that the loss 
to the circus property of B. EF. Wallace 
will be much less than at first re- 
ported. While it is every minute be- 
coming more evident that the flood 
damages in Peru proper can not be 
appreciated by those who do not visit 
the scene, yet fortunately for the 
show world, the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
damage will be much less than at first 
expected, altho the escape of any of 
the people, animals or parafernalia is 
considered little short of miraculous. 


Certain persons have persistently 
circulated reports that the entire cir- 
cus had been swallowed up by the 


waters, and that the show would not 
go out, because it could not. The facts 
are, that not a horse was lost, not a 
wagon or cage was seriously damaged, 
not a circus building was wreckt, and 
with a few exceptions the more im- 
portant of the animals were saved. 
The giant hippopotamus actually grew 
fat on the flood excitement, and is in 
better condition than ever. 

Herr Emil Schwyer, the 
trainer, was one Of the heroes of the flood. 
When he realized what wae about to happen, 
he boldly went among the frightened cat ani- 
malg and made every effort 
them.

of the cage, with the result that he got his 
body thru but his hind feet became entangled 
and thus he was trapped head down and was 
drowned. Mr. Schwyer went to cage after cage 
and taking the beast out would put them on 
his back and swim to a higher building, where 
he deposited his precious loads, and thus he 
saved several of the valuable animals. As a 
token of the trainer's efforts to save his ani- 
mals, Mr. Wallace presented him with the 
hides of all the animals that had been killed. 

The death of the elefants was said to have 
been very pathetic, After becoming frightened, 
wading and running about in the high water 
which came almost to their backs, several of 
these monsters saw the lights in the large brick 
residence at the quarters. They lookt thru 
the windows and saw people in there. Reason 
ing that they would be safe among the people 
and be warm, these beasts tried to force their 
Way into the house, attacking the house almost 
as methodically as sodierg and they had to be 
foret back. Finally three of them died within fif- 
teen feet of the house, the place they had sought 
ag refuge. . 

All of the costumes and wardrobe tents and 
harness equipment escaped without any damage, 
while the handsomely decorated cages and 
Wwagens will not bear any evidence of the flood. 
Mr. Wallace lost a small fortune in damage 
to his city and rural property, and during the 
season he will doubtless have to remain at 
home a great deal personally looking after the 
rebuilding, for like the rest of Peru citizens, 
he has faith, and very properly so, that Peru 
will rise from this misfortune and be even a 
greater and more important city than heretofore, 

Because of the damage being less than ex- 
pected, the date for the opening as been fixt 
for Thursday, April 24, at Peru, Indiana, the 
official call will be found in another column of 
this issue.

Of course the temptations confronting ‘“‘In 
Right Song Writers’’ are great, but not nearly 
so great as the immeasurable reward awaiting 
the few with sufficlent common sense to resist 
these temptations. The man who visits cabarets 
and cafes thru duty may continue to patronize 
them for pleasure. Song writing, with its my 
riads of hopes and fears. shatters the nerves 
of the zealous writer—and certain forms of dis 
sipation are indulged in by those who believe 
they require unnatural stimulants But, by 
inverse ratio, as ihe writer adheres to habit. he 
loses the very qualities responsible for his 
success——the ability to summon unusual ideas. 


When you hear a performer sing a song as 
tho it wae written especially for the act, 
ten to one the wise singer got the song thru 
—Song Service. 


For this resson, many capable professional 
managers are compelled to devote considerable 
time in merely keeping account of their writers 
and “seeing that they are right;"’ time which 
should be devoted te landing acts. Ego grips 
the average writer quite as rapidly as habit 
and, upon striking a hit, the average writer 
spends his time talking about the song already 
written and nearly passe, instead of playing 
his abilities upon new ideas. Some are so full

Jones, Linick and Schaefer Withdraw From The 
Western Vaudevil Managers’ Association 


PASSING OF THE DOYLE AGENCY 


Offices, With Frank Q. Doyle In Charge, To Be 
Opened Shortly By New Agency 


Chicago, Ml., April 4, 1913 (Special to The Billboard) .—The local theatri- 
cal firm of Jones, Linick & Schaefer, this week announct the intended opening 
of a new vaudevil booking agency, which will book all of that firm’s theaters 
in Chicago, and many out of town thru the Central West. The style of the 
new firm will be The Jones, Linick & Schaefer Vaudevil Agency, and will be 
in charge of Frank Q. Doyle, who has been in the booking business for him- 
self for many years past. The new offices will be located in the Orpheum 
Theater Building, at 110-112 S. State Street. Including the houses which 
Mr. Doyle will retain and the houses now controlled by the firm of Jones, 
Linick & Schaefer, the new firm will start off with a circuit of more than 
twenty weeks. The above-mentioned firm have secured the Crown Theater, 
located at Division Street and Milwaukee Avenue, and will take possession on 
May 25. The policy of this house will be the same as that of the Wilson and 


Willard, and will be under the management of George Harrison. 


They also 


announce that ground will be broken about July 1 for the new Jones, Linick 
& Schaefer Hippodrome, which will be located near the Wilson Theater, and 


will have a seating capacity of 25,000. 

The new firm will be in direct com- 
petition to the Western Vaudevil Man- 
agers’ Association, from whose offices 
the Wilson and Willard theaters have 
been bookt for the past two years. The 
two aforementioned houses will be 
taken from the association on May 5, 
and it is not known at this time 
whether or not any other of the as- 
sociation’s present bookings will flop 
to the new agency.

He will retain his present 4 
assistants One-half interest in the new firm 
is controled by Mr. Doyle, and the other half 
by Jones, Linick & Schaefer.

Miss Mitchell's repertoire contains quite a 
few good songs, some that we have beard be- 
fore and some that we bave not. She is the 
possessor of a mezzo-soprano voice, the lower 
tones of which at times are rather beavy. Her 
voice is rather good, however, in its middle 
and high tones. Miss Mitchell's enunciation in 
some of ber numbers could be improved upon. 
Her Philosophy is a pretty bit of swin-ing mu- 
sic that captivates the audience. The Haebanna 
number, out of Carmen, is a trifle too long for 
an act of this kind and becomes somewhat bore- 
some.

Amy Leslie in her review discloses the follow 
ing sentiment: ‘“‘Mr. Mason in his most prosaic 
and legal attitude ponderously unravels a mur- 
der case, which is all told in a prolog fash'oned 
act to begin with, but he cross examines to 
purpose, argues splendidiy and plays p'te and 
loss with emotional Insanities, brain storms, 
hideous tempers and dainty love motifs in The 
Witness for the Defense. The acting of Mixs 
Bates is superb all thru. Her genulne fear of 
the brute husband, her hysterical abandon and the 
shooting are clear as the foggy Mason sitvation 
will permit. She is monstrously handicapt in 
th's act and it is no emall wonder that Ethel 
Barrymore instantly bestowed the play upon the 
waste basket after a trial. The others are care 
fully attuned to the wearying mind and smuli 
harmless outbursts of shy merriment crop up 
thru the piece, but little of it comes to Blanche 
Bates, who is in tear-drencht misery most of 
the time. Her pale. sympathetic face is charm 
ing to watch and she dresses with elegance an.) 
tip of fash‘on."’ 

Jack Lait, in The American. unloads h'inself 
of the following encomiuvm: ‘‘Miss Blanche Bates 
triomfs again in The Witness for the Defense. 
Miss Bates, who does everything well, has never 
interpreted a part so agreeably as she dovs the 
rather d'sagreeable part of Mrs. Ballantyne. Mrs 
Ballantyne, as A. W. E. Mason's play runs, mur- 
dere one husband and wins another wh'le living 
under a pretense of innocence Miss Bates in 
terprets the lines with such finely shaded femin- 
in‘ty that the audience loves her for the murder 
and in spite of living under shield of the lie.

C. W. Collins in the Inter Ocean, pronounces 
his verdict as follows: “‘A Thief for a Night is 
well staged and interpreted. Barrymore is in- 
gratiating, as always; Alice Brady is charming 
as the girl; Frank Sheridan finds some oppor- 
tunity for the release of his formidable power 
as the police commissioner, and Elmer Booth is 
good as ‘‘Spike,’’ the yeggman..” 

The Examiner proclaims the following thru 
its critic, Richard Henry Little: ‘Jack Barry- 
more, in A Thief for a Night, has the best play 
he ever had in his life. It gives him opportuni- 
ties denied him before, and bis admirers were 
more enthusiastic over their idol than ever be- 
fore. He was not only droller and more whimsi- 
cal, but he has learned to make love. The little 
scenes calling for sympathy and pathos that he 
used to show a disposition to balk at, he now 
carries with splendid feeling and power. Mr. 
Barrymore's triumf last night was complete, 
and his success was well deserved. A Thief for 
a Night is what is called in the fraseology of 
the stage, a ‘knockout.’

0. L. Hall gives his version of the production 
in these terms: ‘*‘This play, by P. G. Wodehouse 
and John Stapleton, was acted last season as 
A Gentleman of Leisure, first 
Fairbanks, and then with Cyril Scott in the 
part of the title. Renamed and recast, it was 
revived at McVicker’s Theater last night, with 
Jobn Barrymore as the amateur thief, and with 
Alice Brady, Frank Sheridan and Elmer Booth 
in parts of some heft and interest. These 
players were well suited to their tasks, but the 
play suffers much from miscasting and bad act- 
ing. The performance last night was sluggish, 
and, by that token, often was pointless. The 
play is a slim-waisted comedy, whimsical in 
idea and adroitly planned. but stiffly written.

The moring picture exhibition attracted great 
throngs Mondey afternoon, but as this ‘s writ- 
ten early in the week there can be no state- 
ment meade st this time as to the ultimate suc 


cere “ re—the Easter holiday throngs 
po doubt belpt out in forming the opening crowd 
The exhibits were of a character to most appeal 


to owners, dealers, renters and others intimately 
concerned in the trade For the general public 
there were no “‘sensations’’ and nothing more 
then a dozen free exh'bitions of pictures, In as 
many booths, to directiy interest. These places 
were packt to capacity. the crowds in every 
instance standing, and in these shows the mis- 
cellaneous patron got the best run for his 
money. 

British and European manufacturers were al- 
most exclusivly represented Diligent search 
among the various exhibits and a close study 
of the catalog d'‘sclosed but one American firm 
in evidence But that one example was the 
most strikingly prominent and effectiv display 
in the vaet building. H. A. Spoor, representing 
Eesanay, ‘‘staged’’ a captiv balloon high up in 
the center of the building. The immense yellow 
bag was 30 feet in diameter and encompassed 
80,000 cubic feet of gas. It advertised Broncho 
Billy and the Essanay filme in a strikingly effec- 
tiv manner. 

Everything “‘touchin’ on or appurtainin’ to’ 
moving pictures was included in the various ex- 
hib‘ts; machines, equipment for picture houses, 
lighting and heating, ventilating, seating—every 
thing was demonstrated. One of the exhibits 
which would seem to appeal most to American 


showmen was the shooting gallery with ani- 
mated pictures as targets, of which brief men- 
tion was made last week. The idea is decidedly 
novel and at Olympia the targete were shown, 
in public, for the first time. Whether or not 
the owners are alive to thelr opportunity in 
America could not be thus early discovered— 
that matter will be settled by The Billboard 
map later on.

THE TALKING PICTURES, 


While it is early yet—perhaps entirely too 
early—to sit in judgment upon the ‘talking 
movies,’’ it can not be denied that the initles 
offerings are disappointing, 

Almost without exception, the reports that 
have reacht this office, tell a story of unfulj- 
filled expectations. The receptions accorded 
them seem to have ranged all the way from un- 
enthusiastic interest to flagrant flouting. ‘ 

Only in two instances are they reported as 
being well received. 

We believe these opinions are honestly given. 
They are ail authentic, all well voucht for, a@l 
disinterested. We offer their consensus f 
what it is worth. The time for final judg- 
ment, tho, has not arrived. 

It would seem that the synchronization is nét 
yet perfected by an means. 

Without perfect synchronization all illusion 
is utterly lost. The pictures not only fail to 
hold the attention of the house but provoke 
amusement and the latter not infrequently leads 
to derision. 

But perfect synchronization, while not yet 
realized, is far from having been proven un- 
attainable or impossible. ‘The wonder is that 
in such a short time as they have been in use, 
and considering that they have been in the 
hands of unpracticed operators and unsuper- 
vised by factory experts, they have gotten bp 
as well as they have. 

Such results as have been achieved wou 
seem to indicate clearly that, were synchroniza- 
tion the only problem, it would soon be solved. 

But there are other faults that will have fo 
be remedied, minor it is true, but Important. 

One of these is the rasping burr of the 
fonograf—its asperated hissings and harsh a 
uneven tone volume. This is specifically meS§- 
tioned in almost every criticism of the kineto- 
fone that has reacht us. 

Another one is remarkt. On occasions now 
and then, when fone and film are running fairly 
close together, the pictures are still unco 
vincing because one’s ear, sensing the real it 
eation of the fone, strains In that direction an 
wars with the eyes which are striving to att 
tribute the ‘‘voice’’ to the ‘‘characters’’ on 
the screen. 

The objectional feature has only been pointed 
out by a few very observant critics and may 
or may not be real. 3ut if it is real it would 
seem that the difficulty of overcoming it would 
be more serious than those attendant upon per- 
fected synchronization, 

The talking pictures, tho so far not coming 
up to the expectations, are by no means to be 
esteemed a failure. Even if not greatly or 
radically improveld, they will survive as an 
entertainment for children and easily pleased 
adults, 

Bet unless they are improved, unless per- 
fect synchronization can be attained and de- 
pended upon, the better houses will not long 
feature them.

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PARIS NEWS LETTER 


Cyrano Revived at the Porte Saint-Martin—_A New Play by 
Richepin, fils, at the Renaissance—Easter Bill at 
the Alhambra—Some Stage Gossip 


Jacques Richepin, son of the famous poet, 
Jean Richepin, of the Academy-Francaise, also a 
poet in his own name and right, is the author of 
the only important new piece of the week. Le 
Minaret is the title. It is a three-act comedy, 
in verse, but the verse is of the free-and-easy 
sort, giving the effect of graceful piose more 
than of poetry. 

The premi‘ere took place at the Renaissance, 
which theater has been taken over—as The Bill- 
board has previously announct—by the Richepin 
family, and Mme. Cora Laparcerie, the wife of 
Jacques Richepin, assumed the role of the prin- 
cipal feminin character. 

Tcbarko Richepin, of the same bunch of kin, 
wrote incidental music for the piece, so it may 
be observed that Le Minaret is strictly a family 
affair: Written by a Richepin, staged by 
a Richepin, in a _ Richep'n theater, played 
by a Richepin, to incidental music by a 
Richepin with a celebrated Richepin to 
“read copy,’’ so to speak. upon the whole 
performance. establishes a pretty fa'r record and 
one tolerably bard to beat. About the only the- 
atrical family we ever saw outnumbering the 
Richepins was an acrobatic family of tumblers 
playing the two-a-day. We once knew an actor 
who wrote his own play, produced it, played it 
and became chief pallbearer to it, but here one 
man had the monopoly which is something d'!ffer- 
ent. Also it isn’t at all bard to do what he 
did providing one bas the necessary cash to be- 
gin with. 

The Richepins will scarcely meet the fate of 
my actor friend, for, tho Le Minaret doesn't 
bear the earmarks of a b‘g success, or anything 
like a big success, Mme. Laparcerie is just pop- 
ular enuf in Paris to keep it from being a fail- 
ure. 

Le Minaret—as the title suggests—goes to the 
East for its characters. This seems to be the 
Eastern Age in theaterdom, not only in America, 
England and Germany, but in France as well. 
With the Scheherazade ballets, Sumuruns, Kis- 
mets, Japanese honors, Perisian balls and Hin- 
doo conferences, France is becoming quite Ori- 
ental. 

The Richepin piece seems to us to be part 
spectacle, part comedy. part fantasy, part farce. 
The settings are striking as oriental settings 
are likely to be, full of color and, in places, 


fa'rylike. Again the story reminds one of a 
risque opera-bouffe. A rich and powerful pasha 
dies leaving a will. But his successor !s not 


named, and his harem, by the terms of the testa- 
ment, is to elect one. Three pretenders are on 
the scene: One, big, rich, gay and somewhat 
ruf; one delicate and refined; one a hunchback 
with an ugly face.

Jean Wornks, 
as the refined lover; M. Baur, as the bappy-gp- 
lucky person, and Felix Gallpaux (the mage 
of Chantecler), as the hunchback, are all cap- 
ital. 

CYRANO REVIVED. 

The simultaneous appearance of Cyrano de 
Bergerac, in France at the Porte Salot-Martin 
Theatre and in America at the Metropolitan 
Opera, bas caused a good deal of ink to flow on 
this side of the pond, not to mention the cruel 
words turned loose upon the makers of the 
New York production in particular and Ameri- 
cans {n general. . 

larisian lovers of Cyrano are by no meags 
pleased that anyone, above all Americans, should 
take liberties with the sacred shade of the so- 
called Gascon (really a Parisian, born and bred) 
and still more incensed that Rostand's poem 
should be toucht by such pagan hands. Why 
they are incensed nobody seems to know just 
exactly, but presumably because Rostand doesn't 
like it. Had Rostand given his consent to the 
Yankee piece everybody would have felt Just the 
other way about it; they would have felt a noisy 
sense of pride and joy that once agaln a French- 
man was showing the plebes a thing or two. 

An amusing incident occurred after the first 
performance of the new Cyrano at the Porte 
Saint-Martin. A friend of Rostand’s, not yet 
on the inside of what was going on, and there- 
fore not hep to the fact that he should be devil- 
ish sore over the New York Cyrano, approacht 
the bard of Cambo with outstretcht bands: 

“Congratulations, my good friend!"’ he beamed 
delightedly. ‘‘You've won a_ tremendous suc- 
cess bere in Paris all over again, and the Metro- 
politan version is a great big hit tooo, Congrats 
and many bappy returns thru the box-office!’ 

Rostand turned a frigid regard in his friend’s 
direction. Icicles hung in the air. 

“A success over there?’’ he replied In a 
melancholy voice. “But what a puppet they've 


made of the noble character. The great and 
valorous Cyrano turned into a comlie opera 
jumping-jack. I smile to keep myself from 


weeping!"’ 
The revival of Cyrano here was hailed with de 


light and as much space was (devoted to it as 
tho it had never been seen before. Crities, be- 
fore the revival, declared they would now eee 


what the real position of Cyrano would be in 
French stage literature. After the first night 
it was generally conceded that the mighty 
swordsman would take his place among typical 
French characters, characters which picture the 
soul of France and French tradit‘on. And that 
Rostand’s lines would—or had even nbow—become 
classic. 

Tresident Poincare privately exprest the desire 
to be present at the premiere, but owing to the 
fact that a lawsuit is pending between the 
Comedie Francaise and Le Bargy, creator of the 
new Cyrano (the Comedie being a government 
subsid'zed playhouse), the French chief executiv 
Was compelled to stay away, much as he would 
have liked to go. He feared his presence at Le 
Bargy’s performance away from the Comedie 
would be taken as an indication of his approval 
of Le Bargy’s desertion of the state’s theater. 


THE ALHAMBRA, 
Mr. Neighbour's theater, the Alhambra, {fs 
is about the only playhouse of the music ball 
order in Paris where a man can go and take his 
family without fear of regretting he came on 
account of daring doings. It ix the only quadt- 
vaudevil theater in Paris as well. and every torn 
Is bookt because it has at least two merits: The 
first is that the act is not volgar. the second that 
it ‘is entertaining. 1 hold no br'ef for Mr. 
Netghbour, and what is said here is promptiid 
solely by the fact that his place of amnsemeBt 
Is In many ways unique, so far as Paris is coh- 
cerned.

4 SAD LOSS TO THE SKATING GAME. 


One of the saddest and unlookt for deaths 
which has occurred in the city of Sturgis, 
Mich., in some time, markt the passing away of 
Frank EP. Brown, aged 35 years, manager ot 
the Coliseum Rink and Theater, at his apart 
ments in the Hotel Elilott on Wednesday 
evening, March 19 at 8 o’clock, after a ten 
days’ illness of pneumonia. Mr. Brown was a 
prince among men, and during his brief resi 
dence in Sturgis, had built up an extensiv cir 
cle of warm personal friends who deeply mourn 
his departure from their midst, which markt 
the closing of what gave every promise of being 
a successful business career in Sturgis. Mr. 
Brown went to Sturgis last October from Ell 
wood, Ind., and called at my office on his way 
there and had a very nice talk over what he 
proposed to do to build skating up in that 
part of the country. 

He formed a co-partnership with F. J. Herte 
in the building and management of Sturgis’ 
largest rink and playhouse, and by his gentle- 
manly and courteous conduct had endeared him 
self to the citizens of Sturgis such as few have 
done before, and in his death the whole city 
feels that they have lost a great man. His 
pleasant smile and encouraging words will be 
missed by both young and old. Mr. Brown 
was born at Onarga, Ill., the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel C, Brown, the father preceding the 
son in death by only a few months. Besides 
bis mother and one sister, he leaves a young 
wife and other relatives to mourn his untimely 
end. The interment took place at Anarga, Ill

DEATH OF WORLD'S OLDEST CLOWN. 


motber and two aunts were 


James Doughty. venefable clown, died March 
14. in Brighton, England. at the age of 95 years. 
Long had Doughty been familiar to visitors thru 
his dog e'reus on the West Pier. He has, in later 
years, celebrated his birthdays by donning his 
old-time clown costume and these events were 
markt by gifts of money and valuables from many 
distinguisht Englishmen.eprofessionals and others. 
He was rated as the world’s oldest clown, not 
alone in the span of life, but because of mare 
that 75 years of service in cap and bells. 

From the time he started on the battle of I'fe 
—1835—with a show at Axminster, in Somer- 
setshire, James Doughty underwent the usual 
vicissitudes of an early Victorian acrobat and 
mountebank. He is said to have first donned the 
motley at Devonport in 1836, and he traveled a 
round of fairs and races ‘and regattas, until Mrs. 
Macready. then the proprietress of the I'ttle and 
famous theater near the quay at Rristol, toak 
him in hand. He was, in his activ dars, a sing- 
ing clown, a talking clown, a tumbling clown 
and those who saw him and his first wife—she 
died in February, 1911—on the pler at Brighton 
during the last 30 years had. probabiy. little 
idea of the different conditions and varied cir- 
cumstances in which he had earned a living for 
half a century previously.

time and we were not offering large premiums 
on account of funds in hand but we will have 
more this year at our disposal and then, too, 
we expect to derive some revenue from the 
advertisements in our catalog besides paying 
for the publication of same.

disoppointment, but we are going to have 


some first-class free attractions this years. The 
fair will be held the second or third week in 
October.”’ 

The Northeastern Michigan Fair Association 
will hold its second annual fair at Bay City 
the first week in September. The grounds are 
beautiful and formerly belonged to the Bay 
County Fair. Last year the new society took 
hold of it and spent $25,000 in new buildings 
and drices.

New Orleans, La., April 2 (Special to The 
Billboard).—In one of my recent letters 1 
toucht lightly upon the strong probability that 
New Orleans might institute a permanent fair 
and that negotiations were at that time pending 
toward the acquisition of a su'tabie tract of 
land for the purpose. This matter bas now 
taken a more concrete form and | am now ip a 
position to give The Billboard some authoritativ 


data concerning the enterprise. site has 
been selected satisfactory to all interests and 
the movement is now regarded as beyond the 


‘““maybe,"" class and ameng the certainties. 
This intelligence will be of markt interest to 
your readers, Inasmuch as it will place many in 
advance touch with this big undertaking whose 
business is directly in Ene with the var.ous 
branches of an exposition of national importance. 


Plans are now being drawn up for buildings 
whicn will represent an outlay of $300,000 or 
more. The erection of these buildings, it ‘s 


expected will be commenct as soon as the 
grounds have been cleared and the proposed plans 
adopted by the board of directors. Ninety-one 
acres of land have already been purchast from 
the New Orleans Land Company and it is thonght 
probable that 55 acres more, adjoining, will be 
acquired between that which they tave already 
secured and the City Park.

thinks his work is great, while the market | 
extremely unjust. However, amateurs seldom 
point to a single song as a positiv winner, but 
ire kind enuf to send half a dozen or more 
at a time, taking it for granted that the pub 
lisher will choose the best. When a _ person 
sends in many efforts and doesn't lay stress 
upon one, his confidence in all most be some 


what limited. Great writers do not write many 
songs at once; they weed out the unfit care 
fully and, while they are going slow, produce 
successful gongs so rapidly that they appear te 
be writing with careless speed. The amateur 
who writes many songs, were he possest of 
theusands of dollars with which to plug a hit. 
weuld have difficulty in cheosing the song to ec 
workt upon and that’s why most amateurs whe 
start into business have large catalogs and no 
hits 


But the clever chap who watches the market 
refully and profits by observing other peoples’ 
snecess will ultimately gain a well-rounded 
education in popular song writing, which, pro 
icing he has sufficient initiativ, will soon 
place him tn the ranks of those who succeed in 
cetting manuscripts publisht without paying for 


the honor, From these ranks the professional 
managers and music publishers pick = thelr 
“white hopes’? when the “In Right Writers’’ 
fall from their lofty pedestals.

the same act over there. It is a wonder, for 
numbers, noise and novelty. The opening finds 
the stage full of burnt-cork bandmen. They 
play ragtime raggedy, and by comedy gyrations, 
burlesque everything. Next a stunningly pretty 
girls appears in an upper box and sings Beautiful 
Doll, directing her voice and gestures at the 
musicians on the stage. She later sings a 
chorus with the audience while a white sheet 
is being dropt in ‘‘one,’’ upon which the mu- 
sicians demonstrate the old comedy trick of 
“jumping over the lamp.”’ with ridiculous sifl- 
houets resulting. Most of the band then appear 
in the aisles and the house resounds with rag 
time band music. Again the full stage is dis 
closed with the chorus of Beautiful Doll, dis- 
played after the manner of the ‘‘animated song 
sheet,”’ which Josephine Gassman originated in 
America years ago. ‘‘Coloreas* boys stick thelr 
heads thru the ‘‘notes’’ and sing Beautiful Doll, 
while the girl (now in natry untform of tights 
and doublet) works down front leading the 
band which backs her in a united volume of 
ragtime. The act scored a noisy hit and was 
repeatedly encored. 

The Zigeuner Quartet, seen on the ‘‘big time’ 
at home, scored a delightful success with their 
artistic playing of piano, violin and ‘cello, 
while the girl in the act scored a personal hit 
thru her finisht and faultless vocalisms. 

The Dayton Family (10) offered a pot pourri 
of acrobatics and risley work that was more 
noticeable for the numbers engaged than it 
was for distinctivly difficult tricks; altho four 
of their incidents were clever in the extreme. 
A notice, already too long. must be curtailed, 
regretfully, for Tom Gott, Tom Woottwell, 
Miss Reys, Peggy Pride and Harry Webber are 
deserving of more than passing praise for their 
assistance in formulating thoroly good enter 
tainment.

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DEVELOPING CINEMATOGRAF FILMS. 


Consul Carl Ba‘ley Hurst, Lyon, in a recent 
Daily Consular and Trade Report, says: A new 
industry devoted entirely to developing cinemato- 
graf films is being establisht in Lyon that will 
prove of inter:st to the commercial fotografer 
and more especially to the cinematograf com- 
panies, 

It is well known that while the super‘ority of 
the American films is generally admitted the 
process of turning out a finisht product for the 
cinematograf is more expensiv in the United 
States than it is in Europe, Notwithstanding 
the fact that the development of the negat'y, 
altho it requires great care, is a comparativly 
simple operation, the making of a positiv from 
the negativ is a tedious and difficult task. The 
films when used are so magnified that even a 
grain of dust will develop into a ser'ous defect 
when the pictures are thrown on the screen. 

American films to be exhibited In the United 
States are naturally developed and finisht there, 
but when pictures are taken in America to be 
sold for European use the negativs are developea 
before shipment and the process of making the 
positiv is generally completed in Europe, as it 
is nrobably 25 per cent cheaper. 

Up to the present American concerns bave 
often sent their films to the big houses in Paris 
or London or other convenient city, but these 
houses do not appear to be interested in this fase 
of the work alone, because they themselves man- 
ufacture and sell films as well. Moreover, the 
transfer of the negativ to the positiv is an op- 
eration requ‘ring such delicate handling that it 
is difficult for anyone interested in the other 
branches of this work to give to this special de- 
partment the separate attention it certainly 
requires, 

It is with this knowledge in v'ew that a plant 
is now in process of completion in Lyon that Is 
to be devoted entirely to developing films. It 
will have a capacity for finishing over 130.000 
feet of film per day. Each room in the estab- 
lishment has been constructed w'th especial re 
gard to the work to be done there. It is ex- 
pected that the advantages arising from this 
specialization In Lyon will result in other firms 
elsewhere constructing similar plants.
